Reenactment of the Employer*’ Liability 
Act, Modification of Injunction, More 
Effective Control of Public Carrier* 
and Other Recomendation*. 


W ashington, Jan. 31.— In a m essage 
pent in to the senate and house P re si­ 
dent Roosevelt deals with the recent 
decision of the U nited S tates suprem e 
court in regard to the em ployes’ lia­ 
bility act. 
He says: 
“The experience 
of the in terstate 
com m erce comm ission and of the de­ 
partm ent of justice in enforcing the 
Interstate 
com m erce 
and 
a n titru st 
laws, and the gravely significant a t ­ 
titude toward the law and its adm inis­ 
tration recently 
adopted 
by 
certain 
heads of g re at corporations, render it 
desirable that th ere should be addi­ 
tional legislation as regards certain of 
the relations betw een labor and capi­ 
tal, and betw een the great corpora­ 
tions and the public. 
“T he suprem e court has decided the 
em ployers’ liability law to be uncon­ 
stitutional because its term s apply to 
employes engaged wholly in in tra sta te 
com m erce as well as to employes e n ­ 
gaged in in terstate commerce. 
By a 
substantial m ajority 
the c ourt 
holds 
that the congress has power to deal 
with the question in so far a s in te r­ 
state com m erce is concerned. 
“As regards the employers’ liability 
law. I advocate Its immediate* reen act­ 
m ent, limiting its scope so th at it shall 
apply only to the class of cases as to 
which the court says it can con stitu ­ 
tionally apply, but strengthening its 
provisions within this scope, 
lnter- 
btate employment being thus covered 
by au adequate natiot a1 law, th e field 
of in trastate em ploym ent will be left 
to the action of the several states. 
W ith this clear definition of responsi­ 
bility the states will undoubtedly give 
to the perform ance of their duty w ith­ 
in their field the consideration the 
consideration the Im portance of th e 
subject demands. 
“I also very urgently advise th at a 
comprehensive act bo passed provid­ 
ing for com pensation by the govern- 
ment to al! em ployes injured in the 
governm ent service. 
U nder the pres­ 
ent law an injured w orkm an in the 
I em ploym ent of the governm ent has 
no remedy, and the entire burden of 
I the accident falls on the helpless man, 
I his wife, and his young children. 
This 
I Is an outrage. 
It is a m atter of hu- 
j mlliation to the 
nation 
th at 
th ere 
should not be on our statute books 
provision 
to m eet and 
partially 
to 
atone for cruel m isfortune when it 
comes upon a m an through no fault 
of his own while faithfully serving the 
public. 
In no o th er prom inent indus­ 
trial country in th e world could such 
gross Injustice occur; for alm ost all 
civilized nations have enacted legisla­ 
tion embodying the complete recog­ 
nition of the principle which places 
the entire trad e risk for industrial ac* 
cldents 
(excluding, of course, acci­ 
dents due to willful m isconduct by the 
employe) on the Industry as re p re ­ 
sented by the employer, which in this 
case is the g o v e rn m e n t 
In all these 
countries the principle applies to the 
governm ent just as m uch as to the 
private employer. 
U nder no circum ­ 
stances should the injured employe or 
his surviving dep endents be required 
to bring suit against the government, 
nor should ’here br* the requirem ent ;
